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Cities Are Asking 


For a Fairer Deal 


The Georgia Municipal Assn. is meet- 
ing in Macon to discuss problems com- 
mon to all the state’s cities, large and 
small. Its deliberations will be heard with 
great interest in a state which Is under- 
going great economic and social changes. 


The association itself is showing com- 
mendable signs of renewed vigor and 
purpose. Its membership reflects a 
growing awareness that the political 
voice of the cities all too often has been 
too weak to be heard. Since the shift in 
population from rural to urban centers 
continues, the voice is bound to grow in 


strength. 
Primary among the problems, of 
course, is finances. With so many of the 


tax sources preempted by state and fed- 
eral governments, expanding towns and 
cities find themselves hard-pressed to 
find ways and means of providing the 
quantity and quality of services neces- 
sary for decent urban living. 


In an address yesterday, Lt. Gov. 
Garland Byrd proposed that the State 
Senate undertake a broad study of fi- 
nancial problems of municipalities. In 
fact, he said he would ask the Senate 
Government Operations Committee to be- 
gin such a study immediately. 


This will be the first time that a leg- 
islative group has taken the trouble to 
find out what are the basic problems 
facing municipalities. That in itself will 
be an acknowledgment that Georgia's 
changing population patterns require 
studies looking to different approaches in 
government. 

The association is proposing a con- 
stitutional amendment which would per- 
mit the state to return tax funds to mu- 
nicipal governments—a privilege which 
counties have had for many years. While 
it would require some adjustments, as Lt. 
Gov. Byrd says, in the state’s financial 
structure, it is nothing more than most 
states already are doing. 


Everyone, of course, wants local gov- 
ernment to be maintained in a healthy 
condition—both cities and counties. Most 
everyone will admit, however—especially 
those who live in cities and their officials 
—that municipalities all too often have 
been short-changed at the legislative till. 

The proposed study is long overdue. 
It could provide a guide for legislation 
beneficial to every Georgian.

Adm. Leahy’s Services 
Were Great, Effective 


Passing of Admiral of the Fleet William 
D. Leahy at the age of 84 brings sorrow 
to the entire nation. His career as a naval 
officer, diplomat and wartime chief of 
staff to President Roosevelt comes under 
the undisputed heading of exemplary 
service to his country. 

Perhaps the most valuable of his con- 
tributions was in coordinating the efforts 
of all the. armed services during World 
War Il. It was his task to smooth over 
differences about over-all strategy in 
order to achieve maximum effectiveness 
of all the services. While the differences 
continued to exist, the services did 
achieve a remarkable degree of coopera- 
tion in objectives and joint operations. 

He continued his role of adviser to 
President Truman after FDR’s death and 
rendered valuable aid to the Navy until 
quite recently. He was instrumental in 
setting up the Central Intelligence 
Agency, an arm of government badly 
needed and long neglected. 

The nation is deeply in Adm. Leahy’s 
debt. It held him in the highest esteem 
and will be forever grateful for contribu- 
tions far beyond the capabilities of most 
of us.

When does a public servant stop serv- 
ing the public and start serving himself? 

The question is one which must con- 
front every public official at some time 
or another, in some degree or another, in 
his career. 

With many areas of government, the 
law tries to help the public servant 
make up his mind by drawing the line for 
him, the demarcation between public in- 
terest and self interest. 

Not even the law can resolve the 
shadows of doubt, for the line is fine. 
There are times when conscience must 
make the final decision. 

But the law helps. 

Mayor Hartsfield believes business of 
governing the City of Atlanta has become 
big enough to require a “conflict of in- 
terest” ruling. 

We agree with him. 

We know of course that our city of- 
ficials are selfless in their service. We 
are assured of that when they are cam- 
paigning for the office—that they will be 
self-effacing, unselfish, conscientious, 
honorable in carrying out the duties of 
the office. 

But human nature being what it is, 
we'd like to see all that written into the 
code.

Georgia Is Bending 
Its Head in Shame 


It was another weekend of horrors 
and tragedies in Georgia. 

The hate group or thrill seekers active 
in Columbus are a blight upon the repu- 
tation of that city and upon the entire 
state. 

Arsonists, striking in the darkness of 
night, burned valuable paintings at the 
Columbus Museum of Arts and Crafts. 
The asinine mementos left behind were 
crude drawings of seven swastikas. 

Earlier, two Jewish synagogues were 
desecrated with Nazi emblems and insipid 
writings that said “Heil Hitler.” 

The dastardly deeds at Columbus rep- 
resent a low point indeed in human de- 
pravity. They have brought shame upon 
the city and the rest of the state. 

Other week-end sorrows involved au- 
tomobiles. There was the usual carnage 
on the highways, including four killed 
in Atlanta. Despite the additional em- 
phasis being placed on road safety these 
days, the slaughter continues at an 
alarming rate. 

Finally, there is the matter of the ju- 
venile automobile larceny ring believed 
smashed here Sunday night with the ar- 
rest of several teen-agers. These youths 
lived in decent, law-abiding neighbor- 
hoods. None had to steal because of any 
necessity, a detective commented. 

The community cannot and will not 
put up with such flaunting of the law. 
Neither will the decent/citizens of Co- 
lumbus and the rest of the state tolerate 
abominable acts such as those committed 
involving synagogues, the museum and 
destruction of school property.

Premier Kassem of Iraq is learning 
the hard way about Communist infil- 
tration.

Labor Issue Puts 
Democrats on Spot 


WASHINGTON—For the first time in dec- 
ades the Democratic Party in general is more 
afraid of seeming to be afraid of labor than it 


is of offending labor. This is the ‘‘gut’’ truth which underlies all the 
current congressional maneuvering over labor reform bills. 


In a word, a whole long era of 
highly simplified political align- 
ments — in which the Democrats 
plus “labor” were neatly arrayed 
against the Republicans plus 
“business” — has come to an end. 

There is, now, widespread Dem- 
ocratic recognition — not just 
among conservatives and moder- 
ates but also among the bulk of 
the liberals—that the public reso- 
lutely demands action against la- 
bor excesses. The new and funda- 
mental reality is this: The Demo- 
crats now believe that while it 
surely would be dangerous for 
Congress to enrage labor by puni- 
tive legislation, it would be even 
more dangerous to go home with- 
out acting at all. 

The Democratic Party simply 
cannot afford to have the public 
think it lacked the courage to act. 

In one sense, the Democrats 
have been delivered from an old 
bondage to the labor leaders. In 
another sense, they have inherit- 
ed almost insoluble problems as 
to how to conduct themselves in 
this phase of new freedom and 
new risk. 

For the great mass of Demo- 
crats are by no means ‘‘anti- 
labor.” They are simply no longer 
automatically ‘‘pro-labor.”’ This is 
mainly because of the disclosures 
of corruption made by the long 
investigations of the Senate 
Rackets Committee. This body

Colossal Blunder 


WASHINGTON—This 86th Congress has yet 
to get up a real head of steam to deal with the 
most critical domestic problem facing the 
United States. I refer to the necessity of doing something constructive 


and soon to put the present unworkable farm program on a realistic 
basis and to avert—before it is too late to prevent disaster for every- 
body, including the farmers—a breakdown of the whole price-support 


house of cards. 

There is no doubt in my mind 
that Democratic leader Sen. Lyn- 
don Johnson wants this Congress 
to produce a good budget of re- 
sponsible, needed legislation. But 
if the farm issue is neglected, 
palliated or postponed, he will 


have fallen dangerously short of 
his goal. 

President Eisenhower has said 
that if Congress does not pass an 
“adequate” mutual security pro- 
gram he would call a special ses- 
sion. That is a brave idea, but 
if Congress does not do some- 
thing to repair the ‘“‘mess in agri- 
culture,”’ then a special session 
to do so this fall is equally ur- 
gent. | 

The fact is that we are not 
spending enough on defense and 
are spending too much on an agri- 
cultural program which isn’t do-

The answer is “no” to every 
one of these questions. The rea- 
son is that American farmers are 
so efficient, scientific, so skillful, 
that every time they reduce 
acreage they find ways of pro- 
ducing more on fewer acres in 
order to take advantage of the 
government's high, fixed price 
supports. 

And where is this scientific skill 
plus mandatory. high fixed price 
supports taking us? 

Here is where we are heading: 
The government has a current 
investment in farm surpluses of 
$8,800,000,000 and if something 
solid isn’t done to rectify the 
policy and reverse the trend, we 
will have 12 billion dollars invest- 
ed in. these surpluses by 1963. 
And by June 1961 the yearly cost 
of just storing these surpluses will 
be $1,400,000,000 or the staggering 
sum of $3,800,000 per day. 

If this expensive program were 
working, there would be much to 
be said for it. But it isn’t work- 
ing. The farm bank plan, plus 
price supports, is designed to de- 
crease overproduction. It is in-

Peptic Ulcer 


Spares No Age 
People often think of peptie ul- 


chiefly the hard-driven, middle- 
aged businessman. That concept, 
though popular, is not entirely 
true, although it is a disease oc- 
curring frequently among adult 
males who are living under se- 
vere pressure. 


Women of all ages also have 
ulcer, in a ratio of about one to 
every four men. As for age, it 
may happen in any decade of life, 
although it is much more com- 
mon in the late 30s, and the 40s 


a first offense in old age, both in 
men and women. It is considered 
rare in children. 


Recently, an article from Mani- 
toba, Canada, reported on a small 
series of children with peptic ul- 
cer. There were 14 cases record- 
ed in the department of children’s 
diseases of one hospital during 
nine years. 


The ages ranged from 10 to 16 
years. In three cases the first 
symptom was severe hemorrhage, 
requiring transfusions of blood. 
Only one required operation, and 
that was three years later for ob- 
struction. There was no case of 
perforation (“‘ruptured ulcer’’), a 
condition which is found in about 
18 per cent of adult cases of ulcer. 


In 12 cases the ulcer was lo- 
cated in the first part of the small 
intestine, a favorite location in 
adults. The symptoms varied 
from the gnawing sensation de- 
scribed by adults who have ulcer 
to a general ‘‘stomach ache.’’ 
Most of these children were ten-

The treatment was medical and 


ings of milk and an otherwise 
bland diet, together with medi- 
cines to counteract acid and mus- 
cular spasm, were the essentials 
of their treatment.

Since no age is protected from 
this unpleasant disease it is im- 
portant that all abdominal and 
stomach symptoms be checked 
carefully. In adult life, ulcers in 
the stomach itself, the so-called 
gastric ulcers, should be diag- 
nosed and treated as early as pos- 
sible in order to prevent the pos- 
| sibilities of overlooking a cancer.

Successful differentiation — be- 
tween a doubleton and a single- 
ton lead is frequently of vital 
importance to the defense. Ob- 
serve how East and West collabo- 
rated today to defeat a contract 
that seemed impregnable. 


Against the final four heart 
contract, West led the king of 
diamonds. East followed with the 
deuce, and it is the lead at trick 
2 that makes or breaks the de- 
fense. West knew that his part- 
ner held a trick from the fact 
that he had raised and, further, 
that he had not asked for a con- 
tinuation of diamonds. Now 
East’s trick were the ace of 
spades it would be important to 
cash tricks in that suit before 
declarer got rid of them on the 
dummy’s clubs. If, however, 
East held the ace of clubs, there 
would be no way to defeat the 
hand except by obtaining a club 
ruff. West finally decided on the 
club shift, reasoning that unless 
East had dummy’s suit stopped 
he would probably have played a 
higher diamond asking West to 
cash another trick in that suit. 


Declarer covered West's five 
of clubs with the king from dum- 
my and now East had to decide 
whether it was a singleton or 
doubleton. There was no sure 
way to tell but East decided to 
play it for a doubleton and ac- 
cordingly refused the first trick. 
He figured that if it were a 
singleton, West would probably 
have cashed a second diamond 
before shifting to clubs, so that 
East would not be tempted to 
return a diamond.

Declarer was now helpless. If 
he drew trumps, the defense 
would cash the ace of clubs and 
two more diamonds. If he tried 
for a third round ruff of a dia- 
mond in dummy, West would 
win and lead another club for 
the ruff. 


Note, too, that had West cashed 
a second diamond, there would 
have been no way to defeat the 
contract, since declarer could 
ruff the third diamond in dummy 
before extracting trumps.

In the leading British technical 
magazine Ibis, he has published 
an article entitled “Relation of 
Bird Songs to Music.’’ His ‘‘Mo- 
notony Threshold in Singing 
Birds'’ appeared in the American 
ornithological magazine, Auk. 


The term ‘“‘monotony threshold’’ 
is his own innovation, explained 
Dr. Hartshorne. His thesis is that 
birds seek to avoid monotony in 
their songs.

“Monotony is no problem for 


a repertoire,” 
about other birds which sing es- 


sentially the same tune? By care- 


ful timing with a watch, I found 
they vary their songs’ with 
pauses, thus breaking the monot- 
ony. 


Dr. Hartshorne is beyond the 
planning stage on a book con- 
cerning songbirds. He has gath- 
ered sufficient material, although 
he expects an upcoming trip to 
South America will add to his 
knowledge of the subject. 


Dr. Hartshorne stressed he is 
no expert at imitating birds, nor 
does he specialize in recognition 
of plumage, although he regu- 
larly attends the 300-member At- 
lanta Bird Club, which meets the

Pride is a beautiful and terrible thing. Some- 
times it makes people do more than they can 
do, rise to heights beyond their capabilities. 
And then again, stiff-necked and hurting, it can 
make people do shabby, damaging things. 


That was pride at its best. 


Now I have heard of pride in a less attractive 
guise. Some of the people who were offended 
reported that they and their friends and neigh- 
bors and all their children were staying away 
from Keel House. They were ignoring meetings 
and were angry at Sister Keel. One went so far 
as to say that Sister Keel’s usefulness in Cab- 
bage Town was at an end. 


Sister Keel herself would be the first to sym- 
pathize with hurt feelings. A frank, outspoken 
woman by nature, she has always been sensitive 
to the feelings of the people in the area where 
she started telling Bible stories 10 years ago. 
They are people very dear to her and she is so 
conscious of the fact that they can be hurt that 
she recently went out on her own, knocking on 
doors, telling householders that the organized 
slum tour being made by church women was not 
by her instigation. 


The pride of the people in that picturesquely 
named settlement, Cabbage Town, is the thing 
I’m thinking about today. The other day in a 
story about that tough and outspoken, enormous- 
ly tender woman, Sister Henrietta Keel, our 
newspaper said some things about conditions 
that once existed in Cabbage Town. 


Ten years ago, when Sister Keel’s work was 
new in the community, there was a lack of plumb- 
ing facilities, and poverty and dirt were ramp- 
ant. Mention was made of little children with 
tobacco-stained teeth. 


Immediately there were calls of protest. The 
respectable, the hard-working, the God-fearing, 
the bath-taking ones didn’t want to be bracketed 
with their slum neighbors. They were outraged 
at ‘the inference that everybody who lives or 
lived in Cabbage Town was unwashed and un- 
saved. They wanted the world to know that 
plenty of soap is used in Cabbage Town and 
plenty of people have pride and spunk. 


She knows better than anybody else about 
the exceptional citizens in Cabbage Town. She 
loves and values the men and women in that 
little community who have given of their time 
and frugal means to help their neighbors. But 
those whose pride has been wounded mustn’t 
overlook the fact that concentrating on the clean 
kitchens and the bathed and combed youngsters 
wouldn’t have done a thing for the victims of 
poverty and filth. 


In a way it was a warming demonstration. 
When I heard about some of the calls I gloried 
in the spirit of the callers. I remember well 
some of the women Sister Keel introduced me to 
down in the Savannah Street Mission playground. 
(This before they built a new mission and called 
it Keel House.) They were women who had 
grown up in Cabbage Town and they loved it as 
all of us love our childhood homes. They knew 
it wasn’t any garden spot. They knew a lot of 
the neighbors stayed drunk or in jail and a lot of 
the children were neglected. And out of human 
sympathy and a queer little streak of community 
pride they pitched in and helped Sister Keel sell 
some old clothes to raise money to contribute to 
the building of a new mission.

Soups are starters on many 
menus so let us consider them 
first. 


The beginning of soup-mak- 
ing wisdom is recognition of 
the fact that, in general, good 
soups start with a stock; you 
do not cook up everything to- 
gether from scratch. 


Canned consommes and bouil- 
lions are pallid substitutes for 
good stocks, but they will do in 
a pinch. Plain consommes and 
some purees can be good in 
cans, but more complicated 
soups require contrasts ‘in tex- 
ture or recently blended 
flavors. 


For the modern adult we rec- 
ommend all clear soups because 
the fat and calorie content is 
negligible. 


In preparing soup stocks and 
broths most of the fat of the 
meat is extracted in the boiling 
water and rises to the top where 
it will cling to a piece of pa- 
per towel, dragged over the 
surface. 

Chill the stock or broth when 
the cooking is finished:~ the 
grease hardens and is easily 
lifted or skimmed off . while 
cold. 


STILL CLOUDY 

At this stage the stock may 
still be cloudy. For two to four 
quarts of stock, break up two 
or three egg shells, whip slight- 
ly two egg whites with one 
tablespoon of water, adding to 
the stock, and stir while bring- 


ing it to a boil and continue

Cream soups are more of a 
problem. The typical cream soup 
involves ingredients sauteed in 
butter, much rich milk or 
cream, and perhaps egg yolks. 
The result is an emulsion of fat, 
mostly of the saturated type. 


But ingenuity can allow us 
to have cream soups. Vegetable 
oil may be substituted for half 
or more of the butter and skim 
milk may be used in place of 
the rich milk or cream.

~~ Soups: of ‘the ‘meat stew or 
minestrone type are no prob- 
lem in regard to fat. With the 
meat-stew soups it is desirable 
to cool the soup, degrease it as 
indicated above, and reheat for 
serving. This is unnecessary 
with vegetable soups and most 
of the ordinary minestrones be- 
cause the stock has already 
been degreased. 


Now, let’s look at bread. 
Never choose a bread because 
it is cheap. 


Premium-priced breads are 
usually worth more than the 
extra price. Try breads baked 
on the premises, preferring the 
smallest in bulk. 


As to the “health value” of 
dark versus light and whole 
grain versus. refined flours, 
note the differences in regard 
to proteins and vitamins. 


Usually the darker the loaf, 
the higher the protein and vita- 
min content. 


The vitamin Bl content’ of 
flours differs in the same di- 
rection as protein. 


Whole-wheat flour contains 
about twice as much vitamin 
B1 as does a light graham flour 
and some 15 times more than 
pastry flour. 


ADDED THIAMINE 


Enriched flours have added 
thiamine as well as riboflavin, 
niacin, and iron, approaching 
whole-wheat flour in these re- 
spects. 


But other ingredients are re- 
moved from the wheat when it 
is refined; possibly enriched 
white flour is not actually the 
full nutritional equivalent of the 
natural grain. 


A recent development has 
been the increase in the sale of 
cake and biscuit mixtures. 


Cakes, muffins and biscuits 
are made by dumping contents 
of a package into a bowl with 
some water or milk, a quick 
stir, and it is ready for the oven. 


And when it comes out you 
can open a can and pour a 
gooey frosting over it. Frank- 
ly, we would rather not. 


Some manufacturers of break- 
fast foods are now mentioning 
“fat calories” in their advertis- 
ing. In ordinary breakfast foods 
they have a “‘natural;”’ the per- 
centage of the total calories pro- 
vided by fats in these foods is 
low. 


FREE SUGAR 


All is. not quite perfection 
with the prepared breakfast 
cereals, however. Most contain 


free sugar, and the usual cus- | 


tom is to add still more at the 
table. 


Another question mark about 
the prepared breakfast cereals 
also has to do with the sugar in 
them. 


Some breakfast foods are pre- 
pared by mixing the partly 
cooked cereal with sugar or 
syrup and then toasting or roast- 
ing to dryness at a rather high 
temperature. 


This treatment results in a 
sugar and protein complex that 
may destroy some of the ordi- 
nary biological value of the 
protein. 


On the whole, we favor the 
older porridge types of break- 
fast cereals such as oatmeal 
and farina which, so far as we 
know, do not suffer from the 
sugar problems noted above.

EASIER MIX 


This is true in our own ex- 
perience with piecrust, cakes 
and biscuits and muffins. More- 
over, it is easier to mix with a 
liquid oil than to cream and 
blend or melt solid fats. 


Generally, substitution of an 
oil for a solid fat in baking 
should not be made one to 
one; the oils go farther. 


If a recipe reads, ‘‘one cup 
of shortening,’’ usually three- 
fourths of a cup of oil, or a bit 
less, will be about right. 

Recipes calling for butter 
rarely mean sweet butter, so

when oil is substituted allow- 
ance should be made for the 
sal ordinarily present in the 
butter. 


Different oils are not identi- 
cal in cooking properties, but 
cottonseed, corn and peanut oil 
are alike for baking, though 
they differ somewhat in frying. 


Olive oil maintains its flavor 
in baking, but loses most of it 
in frying. 


BUTTER OR LARD 


We do not mean that butter 
or lard should never be used in 
baking. Some cookies for ex- 
ample, need the flavor of but- 
ter for their particular charac- 
ter. 


Often a good solution is to 
use part butter and part oil, in 
other recipes only butter will do 
the proper job. 


The calorie density of foods 
is important if you are reduc- 
ing. 


In this respect, most cereal 
foods are intermediate between 
the low calorie vegetables and 
the high calorie fatty foods such 
as meats. 


If you are concerned about 
weight, take small bites of your 
bread. Eat slowly, and you will 
have the maximum of food sat- 
isfaction with no great load of 
calories.

But he’s been only so-so on the home reservation. 


Jay, the first Little Leaguer to hit the big tent, was labeled a 
problem child shortly after collecting his bonus check. And in that 
respect, he’s lived up to his reputation. 


Jay enjoyed a brief run of popularity in Atlanta in 1956, con- 
tributing three victories to Manager Clyde King’s treasure chest. 
King, who earned his spurs as a baseball psychologist, was 
briefed in advance on Joey. 


Before Jay received his first pitching assignment, King dis- 
cussed the facts of pitching life with his pupil. He read the report 
to Jay, sparing none of the details . . . problem child, lazy, etc. 
Jay bristled, denied the charges and went out to pitch against the 
Chicks in Memphis. Buddy Peterson, the lead-off batter singled, 
for the first and last Memphis hit. If memory serves the Crackers 
won, 1-0, and Jay fanned 14 batters.

Phil Stone and I were fishing a trout stream with spinning rods 
and spoons. We tried just about every sliver of metal in the tackle 
box and got only half-hearted strikes. Finally we got around to a 
dull, copper spoon which did not look a bit appetizing. I threw it 
into the bottom of a pool and the instant it touched, a foot-long 


rainbow nailed it with authority. 


After we'd taken several trout, 


Phil got the idea of slicing into one to see what kind of critters 
the trout were eating. We were not too surprised to find the rain- 
bow stuffed with crawfish, about the same color as our copper 


spoon. 
This thin line between angling 


success and failure applies to so 


many combinations of conditions, it's a wonder that we ever catch 
a fish at all. One or more of those conditions may be things of 
which we are not even vaguely aware. Like the color of water in 
a lake. It may be bright and pretty on top and muddy on the 
bottom, so that a fish cannot even see the lure. 

Jack Hogg and I were fishing Burton for yellow perch. One 


afternoon on a point, we got action every time we let a lure to 
the bottom. That night it rained and the next morning we could 


not even get a strike The water was as clear on the surface as 
it had been the afternoon before. Jack and I thought of muddy 
water and rigged a bottle to our anchor, with a string between the 
cork and anchor rope, so that a slight jerk on the rope would pull 
the cork at any depth and fill the bottle with water. 


We lowered our bottle to the bottom and jerked the cork. At 40 
feet deep, where we had found the perch, the water was free of 
sediment. I probably would have stopped the experiment there, but 
Jack had another inspiration. We lowered our contrivance half the 
distance to the bottom and held it there until the bottle filled. The 
water was as red as if it had come out of a clay-lined storm ditch. 


This layer of mud had washed with the night’s rain into the 
thermoclyne, or middie layer of the lake, to form a 10-foot-wide 
curtain which shut off all light from the bottom. At 40 feet, the 
perch simply couldn’t see the lures we fished along the bottom. 


With every fish I take, I have a sense of humbleness that it 
is by no special angling wisdom or skill I might possess, but only 
because the right combination of circumstances happened to click 
into place, and I was lucky enough to be on the right side of that 
very thin line.

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When the leaders of the Steelworkers’ 
Union called half a million of its mem- 
bers out of the steel mills last week, they 
began a strike for more inflation. 


That is the issue... the real issue... at stake in 
the steel strike. 


Inflation is an issue which affects the future secu- 
rity of every man, woman and child in America — of 
steelworkers themselves as they compete for jobs 
against the low-paid workers in steel abroad — of the 
steel companies and of every other industry in the 
country. 


Inflation is an issue which may even affect the secu- 
rity — and the credit — of the American government 
itself, 


Inflation is an All-American issue! 


COMPANIES SOUGHT NON-INFLATIONARY PACTS 


During the bargaining the Companies sought non- 
inflationary labor agreements. They realize that no 
one industry — no one union — can alone and single- 
handed stop inflation. 


But they also know that another wage increase in 
steel now would set off similar increases throughout 
industry, as other unions strive to catch up with the 
steelworkers. This would force higher prices for every- 
thing you buy, even if the price of steel were held at 
present levels. 


For this reason the steel companies recognized that 
they and the steel union have a compelling responsi- 
bility not to add to the deadly inflation spiral. Rising 
prices have already eaten away half the buying power 
of your dollar in less than 20 years. 


The Union leaders recognized no such responsibility. 
They persisted to the very end in demands for infla- 
tionary increases in wages and benefits. Then, for the 
sixth time since World War II, they closed down the 
nation’s steel mills. 


NO ONE WILL BENEFIT 


No one will benefit from a steel strike. Many hard- 
ships will result. But the greatest harm of all would 
come from another inflationary spiral. This would be 
the certain consequences of acceding to the Union’s 
demands. 


Steelworkers themselves are aware that they gain 
little or nothing in the end from inflationary wage in- 
creases. Their views have been revealed by scores of 
surveys by leading newspapers and magazines 


throughout the country. 


UNION CLOSES ITS EARS TO FACTS 


Throughout the negotiations the Union leaders have 
closed their ears to these salient facts: 


@ Steelworkers are now paid at the highest level of 
the world’s industrial workers — their average earn- 
ings are nearly $25 a day plus benefits of an added 
$4.88 a day. This amounts to about $7 a day more 
than the average of all manufacturing workers in 
America. 


@ Steelworkers’ gains in recent years have outstrippe 
those in any other industry. : 


@ Another round of wage and benefit increases now 
will tend further to price steelworkers out of markets 


at home and abroad, as they compete with lower-paid 


workers. 
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Notwithstanding these considerations, the 
Union continued to press for inflationary in- 
creases. 


COMPANIES MAKE PROPOSALS 


The companies proposed that the present level of 
wages and benefits (including the current 17-cent 
cost-of-living accumulation) be extended for an addi- 
tional year beyond June 30, 1959. They remain con- 
vinced that this offered the best way for the Union 
and Companies to join with their 177,000,000 fellow 
Americans in the fight against inflation. 


But the Union leaders rejected this proposal out 
of hand. 

In a final effort to prevent a strike, the Companies 
then made this offer to the Union: 


“We are willing to negotiate insurance and pension 
benefits during the first year of a two-year agreement 
and a modest wage increase in the second year, if the 
Union will agree to contract provisions which would 
enable us to generate further economic progress in 
operations sufficient to offset the cost of such in- 
creases.” 


Further, the Companies assured the Union that 
there was no desire to limit the economic progress of 
steelworkers. They pointed out the wide-open oppor- 
tunities for each individual employee to improve his 
own income through advancement on the job, promo- 
tion and incentive compensation. 


COMPANIES ASK END OF WASTEFUL PRACTICES 


In order to make possible the improved benefits and 
wage increase which the Companies indicated, these 
changes were sought in the former agreements: 


First, that the so-called local work-practice clauses 
in the labor agreements be clarified so that manage- 
ments in cooperation with the Union could take rea- 
sonable actions to eliminate waste and improve effi- 
ciency and thereby effect savings for the benefit of 
all; and 


Second, that the agreements include stronger meas- 
ures to discourage wildcat strikes which hurt thou- 
sands of innocent workers as well as the Companies. 


Despite the obvious fairness and soundness of these 
proposed measures, they were rejected by the Union. 
It insisted on an immediate and inflationary wage 
increase. 


In addition, the Companies proposed that the auto- 
matic cost-of-living clauses be discontinued, because 
experience shows that these, of themselves, tend to 
feed inflation. This, too, was turned down. 


PROGRESS MUST BE NON-INFLATIONARY 


Steelworkers have made great economic progress. We 
want them to make further progress. But another 
round of inflationary wage increases for them now 
would only add to the already burdensome living costs 
of all Americans. 

We believe that, in standing firm against the forces 
of inflation in the great basic steel industry, we are

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Income-Retail Spending Ratio Governs Development

Georgia has made good progress toward closing 
the long-existing economic gap between the state and 
the nation. 


:: But considerable disparity still remains. 
-‘In per capita income, Georgia even now lags nearly 28 
% behind the national average. 


* Most of its 159 counties are considerably farther behind, and 
in- many the disadvantage in comparison with the 
national average is staggering. 


» Adding to this frustration is the irritating fact 
thiht the greater the difference, the harder it is to 
overcome. 


* The lower an area’s per capita income, the 
higher is the proportion of it that must be spent 
at retail for the necessities of life. 


*. The larger the share of personal income that 
mtust go into retail sales, the smaller the amount 

‘capital available locally for economic and in- 
diistrial development. 


*.And the less capital available locally, the 
more dependent are undeveloped areas on outside 
financing efforts if they are to make rapid progress beyond the 
elementary stages of economic development. 


THE BRUTAL TRUTHS 
These are the brutal truths which show how imperative is the

study published this month by Georgia Tech’s Industrial Develop- 
ment Branch. 


His major findings on how per capita income affects business 
and industry include: 


1. Over two-thirds (67 per cent) of Georgia’s personal income 
goes directly into retail purchases, which compares with 58 per 
cent nationally. 


2. For each additional dollar of per capita income in Georgia, 
54 cents will go into retail sales. 


3. The remaining 46 cents of each additional dollar will be 
available for spending on services, recreation, travel and educa- 
tion, and savings for investment.

“A high ratio of savings in particular is important to industrial 
expansion and other types of developmental activities.” 


A GREATER PROPORTION 


Thus, as per capita income rises, a greater proportion of it 
becomes available for investment in economic development. 


Comparing variations in the percentage of per capita income 
that goes into retail sales in the nine major trade areas of the 
state, the study shows it is highest in the areas which have the 
earliest stage of economic development, and lowest in the areas 
with the best balance and more mature stages of economic de- 
velopment. 
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Columbus and Rome, 55; Atlanta, 66; Macon, 67; Savannah, 68; 
Augusta, 70; Albany and Athens-Gainesville, 75; and Brunswick, 84. 


Per capita income differences provide only a partial explana- 
tion of these variations, the study points out. 


Other major factors, influencing per capita retail sales include 
the size of a city, county or area, the nature of its economic or- 
ganization, the progressiveness of its retailers, the relative im- 
portance of food, shelter and fuel produced at home by farmers, 


and place of employment. 
CROSSING THE LINE 


Over one-sixth of Georgia’s employed workers, for example, 
“cross a county line to get to the place of work. 


“Indications are that a good proportion of the earnings are 
spent in the county of work—particularly for clothing, home fur- 
nishings, appliances and automobiles.”’ 


Looming especially large, he says, are per capita retail sales— 
“the beginning point for much of economic activity.” 


To emphasize further the need for raising the per capita income
